Real Navy Man Is 
Regatta Admiral

An American military hero, who 
was in the forefront of the magnifi- 
cent march of American men and 
material via land, sea and air lanes 
back to the Philippines in 1944-45, 
and whose beribboned chest boasts 
some of this nation’s proudest dec- 
orations, is Rear Admiral Albert 
M. Bledsoe, Admiral of the Fleet 
for the 37th annual Astoria Regatta. 


The first real-life sailor in the 
leng history of the Regatta donned 
the spangles of the Regatta’s top 
hand, when Rear Admiral Albert 
M. Bledsoe, USN, commander of 
of the 13th Naval District gladly 
accepted the added stars of a full- 
fledged Admiral for Regatta-Rites 
in mid-July, according to Dr. John 
H. Hickman, regatta president. 


No Stranger Here 


No stranger to Astoria, Admiral 
Bledsoe has been a visitor in the 
city on many occasions both in 
peace and war. Most recently he 
has toured Tongue Point Naval 
Station on inspection visitations. 


A native-born Texan, Admiral 
Bledsoe has a background of serv- 
ice to his country in the finest 
traditions of a naval officer. 


His naval career spans both 
World Wars and the Korean con- 
flict. 


In 1917 he graduated from the 
US Naval Academy at Annapolis, 
and began his long years of service 
to his country. 


During World War I he served 
on battleships in the Atlantic area. 
His tours of duty found him aboard 
the American fighting ships Nev- 


Was Instructor 


After World War I, during the 
time when US military might was 
rimmed and retrenched, he served 
as instructor at the naval academy 
and aboard various ships. 


In 1935 through 1937 he was per- 
sonnel officer for the Pacific Fleet. 
He later attended and graduated, 
in 1938, from the Naval War Col- 
lege at Newport, R. I. 


At the time of the Japanese sneak 
attack on Pearl Harbor, which 
catapulted the US into the thick of 
World War II, Admiral Bledsoe was 
commander, destroyer division 6, 
then engaged in convoy duty in the 
Pacific. 


During the uneasy, treacherous 
days of this opening phase of the 
war in the Pacific, ships under his 
command guided the convoys of 
ships and material to safety in alien 
ports. 


Later he was assigned as director 
of the division of enlisted personnel 
in the Navy department... . and 
it was under his direction that the 
Navy experienced the _ greatest 
growth in its history. 


Guides Expansion 


Under his direction the Navy was 
expanded from 200,000 men to a 
fighting machine of two million 
men. 


In 1944 and early 1945 he com- 
manded the cruiser Denver and 
received the Navy Cross for his 
part in the reoccupation of the 
Southern Philippines. 


After his promotion to Rear Ad- 
miral he commanded the US Naval

Forces Afloat in the occupation of 
Japan for two years, and from 
1948 to 1950 he was stationed at 
Bremerton as commander of the 
Naval base. His last tour of duty 
before returning to Seattle area 
was in Panama as c>mmandant of 
the 15th Naval District

Her home remained Astoria 
for 80 years, land she ended her 
days iin {the ifinest mansion on ithe 
sanks cf ithe Lower Columbia 
River, surviving ther ‘husband 
many years. 

One cof ithe outstanding features 
of ‘this luxuricus hcme was tthe 
number of elaborate miantels of 
choice woods. Fireplaces were a 
hobby of Capt. Flavel, who liked 
warmth, comfort and duxury. 
Tinere are six fireplaces, all dilff- 
eren:. They iare, of course, jall Vic- 
torian in style, hand carved rose- 
wood, mahogany, walnut and 
maple. Panelling in tthe rooms are 
of \highly polished redwood with 
Philippine mahogany ‘and other 
rare woods, Tilings of ithe six 
hearths are all imported, each 
from a different European or \Asia- 
tic country. From their many (trips 
to San Francisco, New York jand 
abroad, the Flavels brought \hand- 
some \pieces of furniture and rare 
collections of lbric+atbrac and ‘sta- 
tuany ito beautify their home. 

The house was continuously re- 
sided in iby ithe Flavels, and des- 
cendants, until tthe death of ithe 
oldest daughter, Miss Nellie, in 
1933. Her gnandniece and heir, 
Miss Patricia Flavel, deeded the 
property to ithe County in \the hope 
that it could Ibe utilized as ian /his- 
torical center, and in turn, ithe 
County turned it over ‘to ithe Clat- 
sop County Historical Society 
which is responsible for tthe restor- 
ating, furnishing and maintaining 
the old mansion ias an historical 
center ‘and museum.

Astor Column 


Towering Monument Beacon 
For Travelers to Astoria 


Towering above Astoria on a 
promontory that commands a pan- 
oramic vista of ocean, river and 
moutain, the Astor Column, erected 
in 1926, commemorates the west- 
ward sweep of dscovery and migra- 
tion which brought settlement and 
civivilization to the Sunset Empire. 

All of the events whch led to the 
establishment ef American claim; 
to the Northwest territory, and the 
ultimate winning of the west are 
colorfully emblazoned on the col- 
umn which juts 125 feet into the 
sky. Inside of the towering tube are 
166 steps of a circular stairway 
which leads to the top of the tower. 
On top is a circular platform which 
gives an encompassing view of the 
Columbia river bar, Youngs Bay, 
and the rivers in the surrounding 
countryside. 

The column itself is patterned 
after the noted Trajan Column er- 
ected in Rome by Emporeor Tra- 
jan in 114 AD. It was designed by 
Electus Litchfield, New York ar- 
chitect, and the decorations on the 
shaft were completed by an Italian 
artist, A. Pusterla. Descendants of 
John Jacob Astor and the Great 
Northern railway are responsible 
for construction of the monument. 


Depicted on the column in pic- 
toral freize are the coming of the 
settler and civilization, restoration 
of Fort Astoria to the United States 
in 1818, the sinking of the Tonquin 
in 1811, arrival of the Pacific Fur 
company party in Astoria in 1812, 
Tonquin arrives in Astoria and the 
building of Fort Astoria in 1811, 
Tonquin sails for New York 1810, 
Lewis and Clark expedition builds 
Fort Clatsop, 1805-06, Lewis and 
Clark expedition making salt arri- 
val of the Lewis and Clark expe- 
dition, 1805 and discovery of the 
Columbia river by Captain Robert 
Gray in 1792. 


The monument is situated atop 
Coxcomb hill in the center of an 
Astoria residential district. It is 
easily accessible on paved roads. 

Maintenance work on the monu- 
ment and grounds is continuous and 
is under the supervision of the city 
government. A light blazes from 
the tower nightly and serves almost 
as a beacon to those traveling to- 
ward Astoria by land, sea, river 
or air. 

A full-time custodian resides atop 
the hill at the monument site and 
takes constant care of the grounds. 
Signs throughout the downtown 
area of Astoria direct traffic to the 
monument.

Fort Clatsop is located on the 
exact site of the original forc and 
is 442 miles south of Astoria near 
US Highway 101. The fort is always 
open for visitors and it is rapidly 
becoming the greatest tourist al- 
tracticn along the Oregon Ccvust. 


Lewis and Clark Expedition and the 
first US Military Post west of St. 
Louis. This historic fort was rebuilt 
in its exact replica (determined by 
the Journals of Captain Clark) in 
1955 by the Astoria Jaycees and 
other civic organizations with logs 
donated by the Crown-Zellerbaca 
Paper Corporation. 


The fort is 50 x 50 feet, with three 
reems along one wall and four on 
the other. Through the center is 
a military parade ground as this 
was a military expedition 


There were 33 members in the 
Lewis and Clark party including 
the Indian guide Sacajawea and 
her small son. As the winter home 
of the 33 member party Fort Clat 
sop is one of the true historic site 
in early western American history. 


The dedication of the rebuilt For! 
on August 21, 1955, marked the firs! 
event in Clatsop County’s observ-
